Few  towns  can  boast  of  a  natural  lake  and  a  landing  dock  on  the  main  street. 
During  the  steam-boat  era  this  wharf  often  presented  gay  and  busy  scenes.  Sunday 
School  and  other  excursions  up  to  the  Kawartha  Lakes  or  down  the  Otonabee  River 
to  Rice  Lake  were  once  a  pleasant  feature  of  city  life.  A  regular  service  brought 
farmers  and  their  wives  with  their  produce  to  the  town  market.  Today  the  wharf  is 
used  by  tourists  and  local  pleasure  craft,  and  Little  Lake  is  a  natural  landing  place 
for  the  planes  which  are  being  used  increasingly  by  modern  sportsmen  and  business 
men. 
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PETERBOROUGH'S   NEW    CITY   HALL 

City  HaU  in  Peterborough  erected  at  the  cost  of  approximately  $1,000,000.  It 
is  built  of  Canadian  limestone  and  is  contemporary  georgian  in  style. 

Two  features  of  the  city  hall  are  of  special  interest  -  One,  The  automatic  master 
clock  which  controls  the  entire  time-keeping  system  including  the  tower  clock  in  the 
beautiful  little  turret  that  crowns  the  building  -  Two,  The  unique  terrazzo  mosaic 
floor  map,  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  Canada,  located  in  the  main  entrance  hall  -  a 
map  that  gives  a  clear  picture  of  Peterborough  County  and  the  surrounding  district. 


PETERBOROUGH'S   LIFT   LOCK 


The  Peterborough  lift  lock  situated  on  the  Eastern  side  of  the  city  is  the  world's 
largest  hydraulic  lift  lock.  It  raises  and  lowers  vessels  65  feet  in  all.  This  great 
lift  is  accomplished  in  the  short  period  of  seven  minutes.  The  Peterborough  lift 
lock  is  one  of  the  42  locks  on  the  Trent  Canal  which  provides  a  waterway  from  the 
bay  of  Quinte  to  Georgian  Bay.

Congratulations  to  the  "Overcomers !  "  You  have  certainly  chosen  a  splendid 
name  for  your  class.  A  careful  reading  of  the  Word  of  God  will  reveal  that  it  is  His 
will  that  each  one  of  us  shall  be  an  overcomer.  As  we  consider  the  letters  to  the 
seven  churches,  found  in  Revelation  chapters  two  and  three,  there  is  always  a  special 
promise  to  "him  that  overcometh,"  The  Apostle  Paul  has  told  us  in  Romans  8:37 
that  we  are  "more  than  conquerors  through  Him  that  loved  us.  " 

The  message  of  the  Gospel  is  a  message  of  victory.  After  spending  forty  days 
in  the  wilderness  of  temptation,  we  read  that  Jesus  returned  in  the  power  of  the 
Spirit  into  Galilee.  He  had  gained  the  victory  over  Satan  during  those  days  of  tem- 
tation  and  testing.  Later  when  He  hung  upon  the  Cross  He  cried,  "It  is  finished.  " 
That  cry  was  the  cry  of  victory.  There  He  had  bruised  the  serpent's  head,  and 
through  the  shedding  of  His  precious  Blood  He  has  obtained  eternal  redemption  for 
us. 

As  you  go  forth  to  labour  for  your  Lord  and  Master,  it  will  be  well  for  you  to 
ever  remember  your  class  theme,  which  is  "Triumphant  Through  Christ."  Jesus 
said  to  His  disciples,  "without  Me  ye  can  do  nothing."  He  did  not  say  that  'they

He  made  it  very  clear  that  in  His  service  their  only  hope  of  bringing  to  pass  any- 
thing whatsoever  of  value  was  because  of  their  contact  with  Himself.

The  Greek  word  for  Overcame  is  NIKAO  meaning  to  conquer,  to  pre- 
vail, to  get  the  victory.  I  would  like  to  think  of  the  Overcomers  class  of  '55  as  the 
feet  in  the  great  body  of  Jesus,  the  Church.  "How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  that 
preach  the  gospel  of  peace  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good  things.  "  -  Romans  10:15, 
Feet  swift  to  do  service  for  the  Master.  Feet  ready  to  go  to  the  mountains  and  the 
valley,  to  walk  strange  lands,  and  to  carry  precious  life-giving  water  and  bread. 
Feet  that  make  straight  paths  and  conquering  feet  for  you  are  His  feet  and  all  things 
are  put  under  them.  Ephesians  1:22.  Hebrews  2:8.  Prevailing  feet.  For  he  must 
reign  until  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet.

TRIUMPHANT  THROUGH  CHRIST 

"Now  thanks  be  unto  God,  which  always 
causeth  us  to  triumph  in  Christ;  and  maketh  mani- 
fest the  savour  of  His  knowledge  by  us  in  every 
place.  "     11  Cor.   2:14. 

The  word   triumph  occurs    but   twice  in   the 

New    Testament.     Both   are   to   be    found   in    the 

writings   of    St.   Paul.     The    Apostle    draws    his 

picture  from  the  triumph  of  a  Roman  general. 

Paul   has  in  mind   the  triumphal   procession  of   a  victorious  general,    returned   from   battle 

passing  through  the  city  of  Rome.     The  victor's  captives  and  spoils  of  war  precede  him  and   he 

follows  in  his  chariot.     One  of  the  slaves  holds  a  jewelled  crown  over  the  head  of  the  general. 

Behind   the    triumphant   leader   follows   the  victorious  army.     Such  was   the  triumph  of  a  roman 

general . 

When  speaking  of  Christ's  triumph  over  demoniacal  powers  (Col.  2:15)  the  apostle  pictures 
Christ  as  a  mighty  conqueror  leading  His  enemies  in  triumph.  Christ,  the  Lord  of  Glory,  "hav- 
ing spoiled  principalities  and  powers.  He  made  a  shew  of  them  openly,  triumphing  over  them  in 
Himself."  The  cross  is  the  place  and  means  of  God's  triumph  in  Christ  over  the  powers  of  hell. 
The  might  of  His  resurrection,  and  His  glorious  ascension,  passing  through  the  evils  in  high 
places,  causing  "angels,  authorities  and  powers  to  be  made  subject  unto  Him"  (1  Peter  3:22) 
are  a  public  solemn  triumph  over  satanic  powers.  This  portrays  the  completeness  of  Christ's 
victory  over  all  evil.     The  Mighty  Eternal  General  of  the  Ages  leads  his  enennies  in  triumph. 

In  the  same  manner  Paul  regarded  himself  as  a  signal  trophy  of  God's  victorious  power  in 
Christ.    "Thanks  be  unto  God  which  always  leadeth  us  in  triumph."    He  hath  triumphed  over  us, 

and  leadeth  us  in  triumph.  The  great  apostle  of  faith  saw  the  Almighty  Conqueror  leading  him 
about  throughout  all  the  cities  of  the  Greek  and  Roman  world  as  an  illustrious  example  of  His 
power  at  once  to  subdue  and  to  save .     He  who  was  the  foe  of  Christ  was  now  the  slave  of  Christ. 

He  who  was  the  enemy  of  the  cross  is  now  the  minister  of  the  cross. 

For  a  captive  to  be  led  in  triumph  by  his  human  captor  is  most  miserable;  but  to  be  led  in 
triumph  by  God  is  most  glorious .  Trench  has  said,  "Our  only  true  triumphs  are  God's  triumphs 
over  us.  His  defeats  for  us,  are  our  only  true  victories."  Christ  hath  not  only  triumphed  over 
the  devil  and  his  demons,  but  He  hath  also  conquered  us.  We  are  in  His  triumphal  procession. 
Only  as  such,   His  slaves  and  under  His  command  is  it  possible  for  us  to  overcome. 

To  be  led  in  His  triumph  the  knowledge  and  fame  of  the  Victor  is  made  manifest.  Paul  re- 
joiced that  he  had  been  so  used  of  God.  All  those  in  Christ  are  not  merely  conquered  but  are 
the  ministers  of  His  victory.  When  the  Roman  general  approached  through  the  city  streets  with 
his  triumphal  procession,  incense -bearers  in  the  train  would  scatter  incense  in  the  streets. 
Thus  the  odour  would  reach  far  and  wide.  All  the  dwellers  would  be  nnade  conscious  of  the 
general's  victory  by  the  odour  of  incense  as  well  as  by  what  they  witnessed.  "Overcomers"  in 
Him  and  because  of  Him,  and  through  Him  alone,  as  you  go  forth  in  His  triumph.  His  captives 
to  minister  His  victory  may  the  sweet  savour  of  the  knowledge  of  Christ  be  made  manifest  in 
every  place  .

As  I  look  back  over  our  school  life  together  I  can  see  the  trials,  temptations, 
and  failures  but  overshadowing  these  I  can  see  the  victories  and  rejoicings  shared 
through  the  life  that  Christ  gives  us.  Our  examinations  have  not  always  been  the 
type  where  a  pen  and  paper  have  been  employed  but  were  tests  that  allow  us  to  grow 
in  and  faith  preparing  us  for  the  future.  Through  prayer,  experience  and  the  study 
of  God's  Word  we  have  learned  much  in  the  past  to  prepare  us  for  our  future  ministry . 

Looking  to  the  future  we  know  that  since  we  have  been  born  of  God  we  are  Over- 
comers of  the  World.  Many  times  we  will  have  the  experience  of  meeting  the  enemy 
of  our  souls  but  this  is  the  victory  that  overcometh  the  world  even  our  faith.  We  can- 
not and  must  not  look  back  for  we  will  surely  stumble.  Our  failures  are  in  the  past 
and  in  the  future  we  can  place  our  confidence  in  Christ  who  can  and  will  give  us  the 
victory. 

Let  us  say  with  Paul  in  Philippians  3:13-14--  "forgetting  those  things  which  are 
behind  and  reaching  forth  unto  those  things  which  are  before  ,  I  press  toward  the  mark 
for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.  " 

The  diploma  we  receive  represents  three  years  of  hard  study,  tests,  failures, 
and  victories  but  it  is  only  the  beginning  of  the  life  we  as  Overcomiers  must  live. 

The  challenge  is  before  us  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature."  Overcomers,  let  us  purpose  in  our  hearts  to  Go  Forth,  "triumphantly," 
for  God  hath  not  given  us  the  spirit  of  fear  but  of  power,  and  of  love ,  and  of  a  sound 
mind. 

As  the  Apostle  Paul  wrote  Timothy  we  may  be  called  upon  to  serve,  to  suffer 
for,  and  to  trust  Christ  but  it  is  worth  it  all  to  be  able  to  take  the  Bread  of  Life  to 
the  dying  multitudes  around  us . 

Our  reward  is  found  in  Revelation  21:7  --  "He  that  overcometh  shall  inherit  all 
things  and  I  will  be  his  God  and  he  shall  be  my  son .  "

HERALDERS 


"We  preach  not  ourselves,  but  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord"     11  Corinthians  4:5. 

The  word,  Heralder,  is  a  romantic  word  of  history.  It  centres  in  one  who 
[gives  an  official  declaration  from  a  sovereign  to  his  subjects.  The  reading  of  the 
message  was  usually  preceded  by  the  blowing  of  trumpets  in  order  to  attract  atten- 
tion. God's  message  since  the  dawn  of  time  has  been  heralded  by  faithful  men  and 
women.  The  names  of  Moses,  Paul  and  John  the  Baptist  stand  out  as  proclaimers 
of  God's  eternal  Word.  We,  the  Heralders  of  '57,  would  humbly  say:  "We  must 
decrease.     Christ  must  increase  .  " 

A  heralder  receives  his  orders  directly  from  his  ruler.  This  means  that  he 
must  be  in  close  communication  with  him  at  all  times.    As  Heralders  for  Christ,  we 

must  have  a  close  and  constant  communion  with  God  through  prayer.  Out  of  this 
vital  union  we  go  forth  not  in  our  own  power  or  might,  but  in  the  Spirit  of  the  living 
God. 

The  forerunners  of  old  spoke  with  authority  and  certainty.  They  knew  whereof 
they  spoke.  It  is  recorded  that  from  the  Thessalonians,  "sounded  out  the  word  of 
the  Lord."  This  means  that  their  witnessing  was  as  clear  as  a  bugle  call.  Thus, 
modern  day  Heralders  for  Christ,  need  to  give  their  best  --  their  all  --to  the 
Master.     They  must  speak  by  means  of  a  godly  Christian  life,   and   also  by  word  of 

mouth.     Our  lives  must  speak  as  loudly  as  our  words. 

A  heralder  has  to  deliver  his  sovereign's  decree  to  the  people  of  his  kingdom. 
As  Heralders  for  Christ,  our  message  has  to  be  given  to  two  classes  of  people.  The 
first  class  is  represented  by  those  who  have  not  yet  found  Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour. 
Our  message  is  expressed  in  the  words  of  the  prophet  Isaiah,  "Behold  thy  salvation 
Cometh,"  and  John  the  Baptist's  witness,  "Behold,  the  Lamb  of  God  that  takethaway 
the  sins  of  the  world."  Truly  this  is  "good  news"  to  those  that  stand  in  need  of  a 
Saviour  from  sin. 

The  second  class  that  our  proclamation  must  be  delivered  to  is  the  church  of 
the  living  God.  A  heralder  usually  announces  one  who  is  coming.  Our  message  is 
summed  up  in  the  words  found  in  the  Book  of  Revelation:  "Behold  I  come  quickly.  " 
Our  Sovereign  has  been  absent  for  almost  two  thousand  years,  but  now  the  midnight 
cry  rings  out,    "Behold  the  Bridegroom  cometh,   go  ye  out  to  meet  him.  " 

Let  us  be  true  Heralders.  We  must  preach  the  gospel  in  all  the  world  before  our 
King  returneth. 

"To  the  ends  of  the  earth"  is  our  aim; 

Let  us  bear  to  the  lost  Jesus'  name; 

Tell  the  nations  His  story. 

Fill  the  world  with  His  glory: 
"To  the  ends  of  the  earth"  is  our  aim.

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The    Necessity   of 


Bible  College 


"Is  Bible  College  Training  necessary?"  This  is  a  question  which  may  be  asked 
by  some  of  the  churches  supporting  our  Bible  College  to-day .  As  a  student  of  E.  P.  B.  C. 
I  have  come  to  realize  the  true  value  of  Bible  training. 

Looking  about  the  world  we  see  a  real  hunger  for  truth.  Men  are  searching  for 
reality  in  a  world  filled  with  doubt  and  fear.  This  reality  is  found  only  in  Jesus 
Christ.  He  said,  "I  am  the  way  the  truth  and  the  life."  In  John  8:32  we  read,  "Ye 
shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free .  "  The  truth  will  set  men  free 
from  the  bondage  of  sin. 

Through  radio,  television,  and  newspaper  we  are  kept  up-to-date  on  world  affairs 
and  yet  men  and  women  so  easily  let  the  cares  of  life  crowd  out  time  for  a  compre- 
hensive study  of  His  divine  Word.  There  is  an  appalling  lack  of  knowledge  of  His 
Word  among  Christians  to-day.     Here  at  College  we  study  the  Bible  in  a  thorough, 

systematic  way;  then  having  done  so,  we,  like  David  of  old  can  say,  "Thy  Word  have 
I  hid  in  mine  heart  that  I  might  not  sin  against  thee .  " 

Having  hidden  His  Word  in  our  hearts,  we  are  protected  against  those  who  would 
storm  the  Word  of  God.  Every  brand  of  so-called  religion  and  false  cult  nameable 
and  conceivable  is  seeking  entrance  in  our  midst.  We  need  to  know  His  Word  that 
we  may  be  able  to  withstand  those  who  would  corrupt  the  Word  with  error .  We  should 
have  our  feet  shod  with  the  preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace,  being  rooted  and 
grounded  in  this  most  holy  faith. 

Being  rooted  and  grounded  in  the  faith  demands  persevering,  faithful  study .  The 
Bible  says  in  11  Tim.  2:15,  "Study  to  shew  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman 
that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed  rightly  dividing  the  Word  of  truth.  "  This  means  the 
diligent  application  of  our  God-given  faculties  to  a  proper  apprehension  of  the  mean- 
ing of  God's  revelation. 

Training  is  an  absolute  necessity  in  other  vocations.  Should  it  not  be  considered 
just  as  important  in  preparing  for  His  work.  Sound  training  in  the  fundamental  truths 
of  Christianity  is  the  foundation  of  all  Christian  work,  whatever  it  may  be. 

People  in  all  walks  of  life  need  Bible  training  to  live  successful  Christian  lives. 
We  cannot  know  God,  or  His  plans  and  purposes  for  us,  without  a  knowledge  of  His 
Word  as  it  is  the  key  to  purposeful,  fruitful,  happy  living. 

Why  do  you  need  Bible  training?  In  summing  up  this  question  I  would  say  you 
need  it  for  preparation,  protection,  foundation,  knowledge  and  guidance.  Bible 
College  training  will  help  you  to  go  out  into  the  Master's  vineyard  fully  equipped  for 
effective  service!

Under  the  Law  of  Moses  man  was  forced  to  go  through  many  forms  and  rituals 
to  gain  access  into  the  Holy  of  Holies.  Once  a  year  by  means  of  the  high  priest;  who 
alone  could  enter  into  the  Holy  of  Holies,  they  had  atonement  made  for  their  sins, 
but  God  having  foreordained  apian  whereby  all  these  forms  would  be  done  away  with. 
Sent  his  Son  Jesus  Christ.  Now  the  veil  of  the  temple  has  been  rent  in  twain  and  the 
mercy  seat  sprinkled  by  the  blood  of  the  Lamb  of  God.

The  third  and  last  one  is  the  prayer  that  pulls  down 
the  strongholds  of  hell  and  the  enemy  and  becomes  a  ministry.  Let  us  not  grow  faint 
in  our  praying  but  let  us  enter  into  the  privileges  it  holds  and  take  up  the  challenge 
it  sets  forth.

The  challenge  which  has  come  to  our  hearts 
is  the  challenge  of  giving  Christ  to  the  unenligh- 
tened millions  of  the  mystical  lands  of  South- 
East  Asia.  We  of  the  India  prayer  band  have 
united  our  prayers  and  gifts  in  an  effort  to  alle- 
viate the  desperate  condition  of  spiritual  famine 
there . 

The  area  which  we  represent  includes  five 
countries   and   approximately   one -fourth   of  the 

earth's  population.  They  are  countries  full  of  superstitions,  beliefs,  corrupt  prac- 
tices, and  degraded  religions.  Pagan  fanaticism  has  warped  the  minds  of  countless 
thousands  of  the  natives.  The  intensity  of  religious  zeal  and  blind  devotion  have 
caused  terrible  suffering  to  many  worshippers .  Hundreds  of  lives  have  been  lost 
as  mobs  fanatically  surge  to  the  observance  of  their  religious  duties  .  Such  appalling 
practices  as  watching  the  sun  cross  the  sky  until  the  faculty  of  sight  has  been  com- 
pletely lost,  the  upright  extension  of  one  arm  until  the  miuscles  have  become  para- 
lyzed and  the  arm  cannot  be  brought  down,  and  the  burying  alive  of  worshippers  are 
just  a  few  of  the  more  extreme  forms  of  worship.  Then  there  is  the  worship  of 
cows  and  idols.  The  moral  picture  of  India  is  enough  to  create  a  burden  in  the  heart 
of  the  Christian  church  to  pray  and  give  to  the  support  of  missionary  enterprise 
there.  This  is  why  we  have  taken  for  our  motto  "India's  hope.  .  .  .Our  Intercession." 
Christ   is   the  only  solution  to  these  moral   problems   which   have  scarred   the  very 

soul  of  the  nation.  It  is  only  through  our  faithfulness  in  the  place  of  prayer  that  will 
bring  about  the  necessary  revolution  of  thinking,  teaching,  and  practice  that  India 
so  desperately  needs  to-day. 

Then  there  are  the  social  and  natural  conditions  of  this  land  to  be  taken  into 
consideration.  India  loses  thousands  of  people  annually  through  floods  and  famine. 
Also,  the  still-prevalent  caste  system  of  India  presents  a  formidable  barrier  to  the 
work  of  missionaries.  Communism  is  the  greatest  external  factor  which  is  a  cause 
of  fear.  This  insidious  doctrine  of  Satanic  principle  moves  like  a  demon  and  creeps 
into  the  minds  of  unwary  victims.  So,  with  the  facts  just  presented,  the  need  for 
prayer  and  the  ministry  of  the  gospel  is  very  evident. 

The  financial  support  of  the  India  Prayer  Band  is  going  to  the  purchase  of  a 
public  address  system  for  the  Indians  on  the  Island  of  Trinidad  in  the  B.  vV.I.  The 
reason  for  this  is  that  the  P.A.O.C.'s  have  no  missionaries  in  India  itself.  How- 
ever, the  natives  of  Trinidad  are  largely  Hindus  from  India  so  the  support  of  our 
group  is  still  for  the  Indians . 

Will  you  please  unite  your  prayers  and  gifts  with  ours  in  this  great  need, 
Remen:iber,   India's  hope  is  our  intercession.

For  the  natural  we 
could  settle  back  in  our  state  of  well-being  with 
no  regard  for  those  in   other  lands  who  have  not 
heard  the  Good  News  of  Salvation.    However,  by 
reading  God's  Word  we  are  made  to  realize  that 
the  heathen  are  our  responsibility.     Paul  speak- 
ing in  Timothy  tells  us  that  first  of  all  supplicat- 
ion, prayers,  intercession  and  giving  of  thanks 
be  made  for  all  men.    In  Romans  the  tenth  chap- 
ter we   find   the   heathen  cannot   hear  without   a   preacher  and   the   preachers  cannot 
reach  them  unless  they  be  sent.     Our   life  of  apparent   ease  is  no  excuse   from  the 
call  of  duty.    Friend,  their  salvation  rests  upon  us  as  believers  in  Christ.     We  sing 
a  line  of  a  chorus  which  says  "To  go  or  stay,  to  give  or  pray.    O  speak  to  my  heart. 
Lord  Jesus."    Would  to  God    it    might   resound    from   sincere   consecrated  hearts 
throughout  our  land. 


With  these  thoughts  burdening  our  hearts,  several  students  joined  together  to 
form  the  British  West  Indies  and  South  American  Prayer  Band.  Knowing  that  per- 
haps none  of  us  would  ever  feel  the  call  to  these  fields  we  decided  to  give  ourselves 
to  prayer  on  their  behalf  and  thus  share  the  responsibility  for  souls.  Wanting  to  do 
more  we  decided  to  sacrifice  a  little  financially  also.  An  objective  was  made  and 
the  goal  reached  by  mid-term.  Therefore  we  raised  the  objective  to  one  hundred 
dollars  which  was  double  the  original  figure.  This  money  will  be  used  for  scholar- 
ships; one  to  the  British  West  Indies  School  of  Theology  and  one  to  the  Bible  School 
in  Buenos  Aires  in  Argentina,  South  America. 

We  may  not  be  able  to  go  to  the  world  mission  fields  but  we  trust  our  finances 
will  enable  some  native  Christian  to  prepare  for  the  Lord's  work.  South  America 
was  formerly  called  the  Neglected  Continent.  In  recent  years  it  has  become  known 
as  the  Land  of  Opportunity  so  we  pray  that  revival  will  continue  to  sweep  from 
Argentina  to  every  country  of  the  Continent.  Even  so  we  believe  God  will  visit  every 
island  of  the  West  Indies  and  His  Word  will  enlighten  men's  hearts. 

What  is  to  be  done  must  be  done  quickly  and  we  must  rise  to  the  task  because 
the  heathen  are  our  responsibility.

A  Venture  In  Christian  Faith 

We  Have  A  Story  To  Tell 

By  Rev.  M.  Zeldman 


When  we  launched  out  in  faith  in  1941, 
nearly  fourteen  years  ago,  as  a  nondenomi- 
national  mission  to  proclaim  "The  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  (as)  the  power  of  God  unto  sal- 
vation, to  the  Jew  first  and  also  to  the  Greek," 
.  .  .we  did  so  without  any  assured  budget  or 
support.  Our  motto  was  "Seek  ye  first  the 
Kingdom  of  God  and  His  righteousness,  and 
all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you.  " 

Today  the  Scott  Mission  is  carrying  on  a 
three -fold  ministry  of  Christian  service. 


but  Christian  men  and  women  everywhere  are 
daily  remembering  the  workers  and  the  mis- 
sionary work  before  the  Throne  of  Grace . 

Scores  of  Jews  and  Hebrew  Christians  in 
Israel  and  other  countries  in  Europe  appeal  to 
the  Scott  Mission  for  food,  clothing,  and  much 
needed  medicine  to  heal  the  sick.  Here  is  a 
typical  letter  received  a  few  days  ago,  one  of 
the  many  appeals  that  come  to  us  daily.  This 
letter  is  from  a  Hebrew  Christian  lady  in 
Jerusalem.     The  letter  speaks  for  itself: 


1st.  .  .There  is  our  testimony  in  a  comm- 
unity of  over  seventy  thousand  Jewish  souls. 

2nd...  There  is  our  relief  work  which 
embraces  a  Christian  service  and  ministry 
to  all,  irrespective  of  race,  colour  or  creed. 

3rd.  .  .There  is  our  over-seas  testimony 
of  aiding  scores  of  individual  Jews,  Hebrew 
Christian  Believers ,  and  evangelists  engaged 
in  preaching  and  witnessing  to  Jews  in  Israel . 
The  Scott  Mission  is  a  beehive  of  activity 
both  Summer  and  Winter.  During  the  Winter 
we  feed  free  of  charge,  an  average  of  500 
men  daily,  or  3500  every  week.  At  a  cost 
of  35  cents  per  meal,  that  amounts  to 
$1,225.00  per  week.  In  addition,  about  350 
men,  women  and  children  per  week  are 
supplied  with  clothing,  shoes,  groceries, 
and  other  necessities  of  life. 


People  often  ask,  "Mr.  Zeldman,  how  do 
you  do  it?  How  do  you  manage?"  or  "Where 
do  you  get  the  money  required  to  carry  on 
this  stupendous  Christian  work?"  A  few  weeks 
ago,  a  Jewish  chemist  asked  the  same  ques- 
tion. "How  do  you  do  it?"  and  we  answered, 
"Prayer:  God  supplies  all  our  needs  accor- 
ding to  His  riches  in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus.  " 
We  make  no  high-pressure  or  spectacular 
appeals:    we  do  not  engage  agents  or  solicitors; 


"Dear  Mr.  Zeldman:-  Thank  you  very 
much  for  the  two  parcels  you  have  sent  me, 
one  with  clothing  and  the  other  food  stuff.  You 
cannot  imagine  what  these  parcels  meant  to 
me  and  to  my  children,  -  they  simply  saved 
me  in  these  difficult  days.  I  am  a  widow  and 
have  three  children.  One  has  T.B.,  the 
second  is  not  very  normal  after  having  been 
hit  by  a  bomb  in  the  concentration  camp  in 
Poland.  The  third  child,  thanks  be  to  God,  is 
perfectly  well,  and  goes  to  school.  One  child 
is  12  years  old  and  needs  shoes  and  clothing. 
The  second  is  a  girl  and  is  9  years  old,  also 
needs  clothing  (that  is  the  one  that  has  T.B.) 
and  the  little  one  is  7  years  old,  and  is  a  girl. 
I  am  in  a  desperate  situation.  I  am  not  well, 
and  have  been  operated  on  four  times.  It  is 
difficult  for  me  to  write  this  letter,  but  what 
can  I  do  ?  If  I  could  only  see  my  children  pro- 
vided for.  Once  more  I  want  to  thank  you  in 
the  name  of  my  children  from  the  bottom  on 
our  hearts  for  your  kindness  and  help.  Yours 
gratefully.  Signed,  K.W.  P.S.  Please  do 
not  forget  us,  and  continue  to  us  as  father  and 
friend .  " 

This  Christ-like  ministry  merits  your 
interest  and  fervent  prayers  "Brethren,  pray 
for  us.  .  .The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
be  with  you  Amen."  (IThess.  5:25-28).  For 
further  information  and  literature  on  Jews  and 
Judaism  write  to:  Rev.  M.  Zeldman,  502 
Spadina  Ave.  ,   Toronto  4,   Canada.
